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WETAGKIWIN' STUNG 
AGAIN ? 


Red Deer May Get Yellowhead 
Pass Route. 


(Central Albertan, Wetaskiwin) 

The startling announcement that 
the Alberta Central Railway is mov- 
ing on to the Pacific coast via. 
Yellowhead Pass has created consid- 
erable excitement in this city. The 
announcement is not altogether with- 
out foundation, as the actions of the 
Alberta Central in putting on extra 
gangs of workmen and the employ- 
ordinary significance and -it is 
as many more, is amply sufficient to 
convince Wetaskiwin people that they 
have Red Deer to contend with in 
ment of 200 teams, with a demand for 


terminus of a great transcontinental 
railway system, 

Geographically, Wetaskiwin is the 
centre of a vast wheat producing 
belt, and an ideal shipping centre, 
not excelled in all Alberta. This the 
C.P.R. has been cognizant of for 
some time, but the sudden move of 
the Alberta Central has more than 
their fight for the Central Albetra 
thought this road will form a_ link 
in a great transcontinental system, 
via Red Deer to the coast, that was 
originally destined for Wetaskiwin. 
The Red Deer city people have been 
agitating something of this sort for 
some time, and the rapidity of the 
latest move has taken Wetaskiwin 
by surprise, though it is felt the 
opportunity is not lost yet. 

The Alberta Central people have 
been diplomatically chasing here 
and there with uncertain results, 
and less public knowledge of their 
movements. They have been been 
subsidized by the Dominion Govern- 
ment to the extent of $6,400 a mile 
with a total cost of $31,000 a mile 
on construction. Their present plans 


| consist of a line to Mountain House, 


a distance of 70 miles from Red Deer 
and thence onward to the pass. Dur- 
ing the winter it is proposed to 
brush the road bed along the entire 
line and start the train service in 
the spring. 

It is up to the people of Wetaski- 
win to do something to offset this 


movement of the Alberta Central. 
Tt’s very apparent from the latest 
authorative advices that this road 


is ultimately destined as a part of 
one of the two great transcontinent- 
al systems, unless something is start 
ed to change it. The C.P.R. has not 
altogether forsaken Wetaskiwin and 


may yet at the eleventh hour select | 


this city as its central Alberta ter- 
minus. 


BAREFCED REPUDIATION. 


Ottawa, Sept.’ 24th.—When_ - Sir 
Laurer was in the west the east 
stared in amazement at the free 
trade policy he enunciated: Now 
that he has returned the West is 
staring in amazement at the repudi- 
ation in the East of that free trade 
policy. Everybody knows that the 
Premier is a most unblushing politi- 
cal dodger, but this .éxample of his 
prowess seems a little too much. The 
West will hardly like it. He. has 
sized up the westerners as “‘ soft 
snaps ’’ or greenhorns, persons easily 
blufied with ‘“‘ hot air, ’’ a bunch of 
“ swallow-it-alls. ’’ It is not very 
complimentary to those men who 


have made the West a great grand! 


country. 

Let us examine the repudiation. In 
order that there should be no doubts 
it is better to quote from a Liberal 
organ, the Halifax Chronicle. E. M. 


Macdonald, a political mounteback, 
who accompanied the premier on his 
western tout, made a great. speech to 
his constituents at Pictou. Part of 
his speech was devoted to the tariff, 
and the Halifax Chronicle reports 
him as follaws : 

Mr. Macdonald. clearly enunci- 
ated the policy of the Jiberal 
party as effecting the tariff ques- 
?ion. They had the same policy 
in the West as in the Kast. The 
people of the West did not want 
free trade any more than those 
in the East, and they ascertain- 
ed that. the only shouting for free 
trade in the West came from the 
Tory camp. He believed that the 
future of Nova Scotia was 
wrapped up in the manufactures, 
and there would be no _ tariff 
changes to disturb them. 

This will be news to the deputa- 
tions which waited upon Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier in the West, and _ received 
promises and assurances that were 
understood, not only in the West, 
but throughout Canada, in Great 
Britain and elsewhere, to be free 
trade promises. However, the Liber- 
al leaders have come back from the 
West ready to give a point blank de 
nial to everything said or done dur- 
ing the tour. Mr. Macdonald also 
denies his statements to a_ large 
Lethbridge audience that they would 


never. get a postoffice so long as 
they voted Tory. Everybody knows 
how Sir Wilfird Laurier tried to

The motto of our neighbors to 
the south has been to look out 
for number one, and previous to 
fourteen years ago it had been 
almost the annual custom of the 
Conservatives to send delegates 
on tariff missions to Washington. 
Now the order was changed and 
the missions were from Washing- 
ton to Ottawa, and Canada 
through Sir Wilfrid intended to 
look out for number one. Some 
rough spots in the tariff would 
be smoothed out ; but no change 
will be made that would interfere 
with the British Preference or 
with the vested interests of men 
who had put their money in the 
East. The policy, he declared, 
was that the tariff would be 
maintained as it is only remedy- 
ing where it unduly presses.

DEATH OF | 
ARTHUR HIVES 


Killed Wednesilay in-a 
Runaway Accident. 


We copy the following very com- 
plete and kindly..report of the sad 
event from the Red “Deer Advocate 
of Friday last. 

The general sympathy of the town 
and district will go out to two of 
the oldest..and most highly esteemed 
families in the’ district in the :awful- 
ly sudden’ bereavement which befel 
them Wednesday afternoon in the tak 
ing-off of Mr. Arthur Hives, of Pen- 
hold, chairman: of Local Improve- 
ment district 19-T-4, from internal 
injuries received in a runaway. 

Mr. Hives had pass-d his turn for 
the threshers on to a neighbor, who

was more in need of them, and ~ had 
gone in on, Wednesday from his farm 
three miles west of Penhold to. the 


On his return he was passing the 
gate of his old partner, Mr. Cart- 
mell, about a mile from the village, 
and got down to open the gate to 
speak to Mr. Cartmell, when the 
young bronchos started. Mr. Hives 
jumped for the wagon, and was 
reaching ‘down from his load to get 
the lines when the wheel dropped in- 
to a rut and he was jolted off in 
front to the ground, the horses kick- 
ing him and the wheels go.ng over 

is body crushing him about the kid- 
neys and the lower part of the lungs, 
causing fatal inteznal injuries. 

Mr. Cartmell, who saw him fall, 
and Mr. and Mrs. Gosling, who were 


driving near, were quickly on 
the spot, and_ recognized the 
serious condition of the semi- 


conscious man. He was driven back 
to his brother-in-law’s, Mr. Norman 
Stewart’s in the village, and Dr. 
Collison and Mr. J. A. Carswell 
Mrs. Hives’ father, went down from 
Red Deer in thirty minutes, arriv- 
ing to find him stillalive, but he 
passed away within half an hour of 
their arrival. The ribs. had been 
broken into the lung on one side, 
and the -agonized -tossing of the un- 
fortunate man had naturally aggra- 
vated the hemorrhage which in a 
short time draincd his life. The very 
sad news was broken to Mrs. Hives 
by her father, and she and her child- 
ren were brought to her father’s 
home in Red Deer. The body of Mr. 
Hives was also brought to Stone’s 
undertaking parlors, Red Deer, 
whence the funeral took place this 
afternoon to St. Luke’s church, and 
then to the Red Deer cemetery, 
where his father lies buried.
